1. AS EXPECTED, FRED ISLER, ICRC REGIONAL DELEGATE IN 
JAKARTA ON TDY REGARDING PORTUGUESE TIMOR, CALLED ON CHARGE 
DEC 17 TO REQUEST HIS ADVICE ON FURTHER STEPS ICRC COULD 
TAKE IN ORDER OBTAIN PERMISSION RETURN TO DILI. HE ALSO 
ASKED FOR ANY ASSISTANCE US GOVT COULD GIVE. IN RESPONSE 
CHARGE STATED THAT ICRC AND MR ISLER APPEARED BE TAKING 
ALL POSSIBLE APPROPRIATE STEPS THROUGH DISPATCH OF MES- 
SAGES TO INDONESIAN OFFICIALS, ATTEMPTING REACH UDT

RELIEF EFFORTS. IT WAS AGREED THAT MR ISLER WOULD KEEP
